The aad news was brought to the 
Colony to-day of .the wreck of the 
a8. “Lee Cheong,” a local Chinese 
steamer on the Hong Kong and 
Swabue run, She was due to arrive 
fn Hong Kong on Saturday, and 
when no tidings were received of 
her yesterday, great apprehension 
was felt, and it was generally fear- 
ed that she: had fallen into the 
hands of pirates. 

CRYING BITTERLY 

The worst was kaown this morn- 
ing when two of her sailors 
were brought back to the Colony by 
fishing boats, They were dressed 
in borrowed clothes, and hardened 
men though they be, they were, 
nevertheless, erying bitterly. 

Interviewed by a “China Mail” re- 
presentative this afternoon, one of 
the survivors said; “When I come 
to think of it, I cannot help sup- 
pressing my teurs.” And the poor 
man- cried. 

“We left Swabue on Saturday 
morning at about 7 o'clock with 
250 passengers, quite a number of 
women and children among them, 
too, The ship carried a crew of 
40, and there were also four Indian 
anti-piracy guards on her. Towards 
dusk a gale started to blow. 
The sea was very rough, the waves 
rising as high as a small mountain, 
Added ‘to this a strong wind was 


blowing.” , 
PRAYED TO GOD | 
“Our captain wanted to take 
shelter, but none was available. 
The “Lea Cheong” pluckily went, on 
her course, although she was badly 
buffeted about. The women and 
children were crying bitterly und 
every one was calling out to God 
to save them.” : 
The poor man then stooped down 
to nurse an ugly cut on his nec 
and, with a catch in his throat, he 
went on, “The worst came at night 
when the storm Was blowing at its 
Just at about 10 p.m. and 
in pitch: darkness, ao fierce gust of 
wind caught the ship, The vousel 
listed heavily to the starboard side, 
‘and then a mountainous wave com- 
pleted the work. The ship turned 
turtle and with one picrcing scream, 
men, women and children went 
down, never to riss again. That 
scream, if you could have heard it, 
was enough to freeze the marrow 
of your bones.”

BIG FIRE: IN 
~ WANCHAI 
THREE BLOCKS BURNED 
OUT 
ORIGIN OF THE OUTBREAK. 


Three of a. block of five houses 
in Queen's Road, East, near the 
Wanchai marvet wore practically 
burned out by a fire which broke 
out at about 6.10 p.m. yesterday. 

The fire originated on the ground 
floor of No, 250 Queen’s Road East 
occupied as a kerosene and wine 
shop. It was caused by the alleged 
carelessness of a foki of the shop 
who spilled some spirit of wine over 
avspirit stove. The flames spread 
| rapidly-to a korosene well and then 
travelling upward, they soon set the 
two houses on either side alight

LAUGHTER IN COURT 


Mr. P._C. Leo, formerly secre- 


tary. of the Instone Banking Cor- 


poratiqn, in lquidation, gave evi- 
dence before Mr. A. W. G. H. 
Grantham, on Saturday,'in the case 
in which Mr. Noel Instone Brewer, 
former President of the Bank; is 
tharged with alleged offences 
under the Perjury and Larceny 
Ordinances, {n connection with 
the financial position of the Bank, 

Replying | to Mr. Somerset 
Fitzroy, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Leo anid that os secre- 
tary of the bank it was his duty 
to keep the minute book. 

‘Mr. Fitzroy “réferrad. to the 
meeting of June 8,.1928, and wit- 
ness sald that he believed that he 
was present at that meeting, and 
remembered that a balance sheet 
was approved at that meeting, A 
document produced by Mr 
Ftizroy was identified by Mr. Leo 
ng the balance sheet which was 
placed before’ the meeting, and 
witness said that he saw tho 
directors, sign it, The minutes 
said that the balance sheat Was 
to be printed. 

The Handwriting 

Witness believed that the 
minutes were in the handwriting 
of Mr. Brewer, who signed it. It 
was such a long time ago that 


,| witnesa could not remember clear- 


ly if he had actuaily seen Mr 
Brewer writing the minutes. He 
thought that it was written after 
the meeting. Mr. Leo was unable 
to say, who eventually returned 
the minute book to him. He 
agreed with Mr. Fitzroy that it 
was usual to write up the minutes 
at the meeting. 

Next Mr. Fitzroy made ‘yefer. 
ence to the meeting of June 18 
1928, and asked “Was the book 
out of your possession between 
June 8 and 18?” 

Witness: I can't remember, but 
most times the book was in my 
possession, kept in a drawer of 
If at any time the book 
was not with me, then It would 
be with Mr. Brewer. T never gava 
it to anyone else. 

Taken back to the balance sheet, 
the witness said that after it was 
approved at the meeting of, June 
8 some of the Directors said that 
as the majority of shareholders 
were Chinese, the balance sheet 
should be in Chinese as well as 
in English. 

Mr. Fitzroy: Whom do you take 
your orders from?—Generally 
from the'Board of Directors, It 
was at the meeting that I was 
told to put the balance sheet in 
Chinese also. ‘ 

You mean that the English “waa 
to be translated into Chinese?— 
Yes, 


“Sundry Creditors” 

Answering other questions, Mr. 
Leo said that the meeting was 
most likely held on the afternoon 
of June 8. Usually the directors’ 
meetings were held in the after- 
noon. Witness started to trans- 
late the balance shéet into Chin- 
ese on the following day (o Satur. 
day). He did not understand 
some parts of the balance sheet, 
so he asked the Bank auditor, Mr. 
Li Tung, to assist him. One, of 
the Items’ that witness could not 
translate into Chinese was “Sun- 
dry Creditors.” 

It was after the meeting on the 
previous day . that he (witness) 
discovered that he could not trans- 
late the balance sheet, so on the 
Saturday morning he rang up the 
auditor and asked him to come to 


‘the bank. This would be at about 


10 am., and: Mr. 
soon after. - 

Mr. Li Tung and splttiess wrote 
the Chinese translation together. 
They’ wera alone. Tho translation 
waa completed on, the Saturday 
morning.” Then a new copy of the 
balance sheet was typed out. and 
the Chineso translations . of the

Mr. and Mra, Brewer were out, 
he sent the balance sheet to the 
printers by messonger, asking for 
a proof. The: proof was received 
one or two days later, and after 
checking the Chinese part of the 
balance sheet ha shawed the proof 
to Mrs. Brewer, The auditor's 
signature wus not on that proof. 
Some Alterations 

Later Mrs. Brewer sent for wit- 
ness and questioned him about 
the alterations in the two items 
previously referred to and he told 
her that they were made by the 
auditor. Witness was then told 
to telephone for Mr. Li Tung and 
the latter came round and saw 
Mra, Brewer, 

Finally Mrs. Brewer handed the 
proof back to witness. and he saw 
then that the auditor's signature 
was on it. Then witness askad 
three directors who were at the 
bank to sign also. After that he 
could not remember if he return- 
ed the proof to Mrs. Brewer, or 
kept it himself, or took it to the 
printers. He had been to the 
printers several times, but could 
not remember for what purpose. 

On n subsequent date, about 
June 11 or 12 a number of proofs, 
between 10 and 20 were received 
from the printera. 

By Mr, Fitzroy: When witness 
first sent the balance sheet to the 
printers on June 9 the Report of 
the Directors was not on the hack 
of It. He remembered, however, 
that another' typewritten paper 
was sent in company with the bal- 
ance sheet. 

The First Proof 

The proofs witness received 
subsequently from the printers 
contained the corrections made on 
the first proof. They were clean 


proofs, so witness sent one to| 


each of the Hong Kong sharehold- 
ers of the bank together with let- 
ters inviting them to attend a 
meeting. This would be about June 
12 or 18. Witness did not show 
any of the proofs to Mr. Brewer 
before sending thom to the share- 
holdera, 

Mr. Fitzroy: Why not?—I am 
under the impression that he was 
ill for a few days about that time 
and did not* attend office, 

The general meeting, witness 
said, was held on June 18, 1928, 
in the . Directors’ Room at the 
bank. «Beforé the meeting some 
of the directors gathered in the 
witnese’s room and he told them 
that the Chairmin (Mr, Brewer) 
was [ll and there - would be no 
one to preside. In the Board 
Room it was suggested to elect an 
acting Chairman, but none was 
elected and the meeting was ad- 
journed until the Chairman re- 
covered, 3 

Laughter in Court 

Replying to Mr. Brewer, wit- 
ness sald that he made an entry 
in the mfnutes book concerning 
that meeting. 

Asked’ to read it, witness’ read 
to the effect, that the meeting was 
held in the absence of the Chair- 
man who was ill, The accounts 
were unanimously passed, two 
directors were re-elected, and 
then the meeting was adjourned 
until a “suitable date” on account 
of the Chairman’s illness. 

Mr. Fitzroy: You have sald that 
there was no meeting on the 18th, 
please explain why that entry was 
made. * 

Witness caused some laughter 
when he replied that those two re- 
solutions were meant to be propos- 
ed, that day, and when the meeting 
was adjourned, the resolutions were 
meant to be adjourned, too! The 
meeting proper was held on duly 
21, 1928, 

At this point the case was ad- 
journed until thia afternoon.

KIDNAPPING ? 
Chinese And A Young’ 
Unmarried Girl ; 


WAS IT ELOPEMENT? 

That the case was more one of 
elopement than kidnapping was the 
comment made by Mr. T. S. Whyte- 
Smith at the Kowloon Magistracy 
on Saturday, when Tang Fuk 
(26) an unemployed Wai-Chownese, 
was convicted on a charge of har- 
bouring an unmarried girl under 21 
years of age, Wan Tai Tai (18) 


without the consent of her father, 
at 12, Causeway Bay Road, on De- 
cember 14, 15, and 16. 

The alternative charge brought 
against the defendant was that he 
caused her to be taken away from 
the lawful posseasion of her father 
on December 6, : 

Offence Admitted 

In reply to the two charges the 
defendant admitted that he had 
taken the girl to hia house without 
the consent of the father. 

The Magistrate took that as a 
plea of guilty to the first charge, 
and pointed out that he thought it 
a usual Chinese custom for a man 
to ask the consent of a girl's 
parents before taking her away. . 

Mr. H. R. Butters, Assistant 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs, pro- 
secuting, said that the defendant 
was a foki to the girl’s father in a 
cotton quilt shop, at 86, Woosung 
Street, Yaumati. 

Evidence was then given by the 
father and. the harboured girl, at 
the conclusién of which his Wor- 
ship passed the above remark. 

“Very Wrong of You” 

The Magistrate told the defen- 

dant that it was very wrong of him 


‘}to have taken the girl away from 


her father 
knowledge. 

It was. stated that two days be- 
fore the defendant left the com- 
plainant’s employment, the girl was 
missing. 3 

The defendant. on conviction of 
the harbouring charge, was fined 
$50, with the alternative of one 
month's hard labour. 

Detective Sergeant Fowlic ap- 
peared on behalf of the police,

Banishee | Finds A

Furnished with a continual order 
of banishment sipce 1904, Leung 
Fai was at the Kowloon Magistracy 
on Saturday before Mr. T. 8, Whyte- 
Smith charged with disobeying the 
Deportation Order, having been 
sent away from the Colony last year 
for life, . 

The defendant, in answer'to the 
charge, atated that he was only pass- 
ing through Hong Kong on his way 
to Slam, ' 

He did not think it was an offence. 

“The Magistrate pointed out that 
the defendant was convicted for bur- 
glary last year and banished, and 
previous-to that had returned from 
deportation four times. For the 
last occasion he got 11 months and 
12 strokes of the birch.: 
~- Sentence of twelve months’ hard 
labour with 24 strokes of the birch 
was passed. 


INNOCENCE 
Girl Told Not To Do 
It Again 


A Chinese man and a young girl, 
eleven years of age weré both at 
the Kowloon Magistracy on Satur- 
day before Mr. 'T. 8S. Whyte-Smith 
charged with the unlawful posses- 
sicn of seven mace of raw opium at 
Shanghai Street. : 

Sub-Inspector James pointed out 
that although the girl was carrying 
the ilHeit drug, he was quite aure it 
belonged to the man, and would. 
therefore ask for her discharge, as 
her mother was a cripple and could 
not come to Court. : ; 

It was atnted that the defendant 
was probably taking the opium home 


.j to the house "of “the little girl's 


mother to prepare it for her to 
smoko, as she was on invalid. . 

The Magistrate, in telling the girl 
that\she was discharged, warned her 
not to do it again, and she was not 
to carry any opium for anybody.
